SIXTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  their 
Sixty-second  Annual  Report,  with  the  Hon.  Treasurer’s 
Accounts  for  1928. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the 
unqualified  success  of  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council 
Contributory  Scheme,  and  the  Committee  can  find  no  words 
to  express  their  gratitude  nor  to  do  justice  to  the  con¬ 
gratulations  which  they  feel  are  due  to  those  responsible  for 
its  introduction  into-  our  Liverpool  Hospitals’  organisation. 

The  past  year  again  marks  a  further  new  record  in  almost 
every  department  of  the  Hospitals  work. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  during  1928  was 
23,073  against  21,615  in  1927,  i.e.y  1,789  In-patients  and 
21,284  Out-patients,  while  the  total  Out-patient  attendances 
were  79,528  against  68,719  for  the  previous  year,  of  these 
1,830  patients  came  under  the  Contributory  Scheme,  while  the 
total  attendances  of  such  patients  was  15,179. 

Subscriptions  show  a  decline  of  £S77  J7S-  6d.,  but  the 
very  generous  allocation  of  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council, 
^3,728,  as  against  ^1,638  the  previous  year  enabled  the 
Committee  to  almost  balance  the  working  account  for  the 
year,  the  deficiency  being  only  ^25  15s.  3d.,  as  against 
^1,526  7s.  2d.  in  1927. 

Our  debit  balance  at  31st  December,  1928,  is 
^11,540  3s.  5b.,  as  against  ^11,514  8s.  id.  a  year  ago. 

The  Committee  have  under  consideration  a  scheme  for 
•extension  of  the  facilities  available  for  massage  treatment, 
which  is  urgently  needed,  and  have  placed  to  Special  Purposes 
Account  the  sum  of  ^'2,508  9s.  yd.,  received  from  free 
legacies  during  the  year,  with  this  object  in  view. 
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The  Pathological  department  is  in  full  use  and  proving 
of  great  value  to  the  technical  work  of  the  Hospital.  Funds 
for  this  were  provided  before  the  work  was  put  in  hand  and 
so  call  for  no  additional  charge  to  Capital  expenditure.  The 
upkeep  of  this  department  will  entail  considerable  annual 
expense.

RULES. 


TITLE. 

]. — That  this  Institution,  established  at  56  and  58,  Stanley  Road, 
in  the  year  1867,  by  David  Dunlop  Costine,  M.D.,  and  Edwin  Mason 
Sheldon,  M.R.C.S.,  and  designated,  by  special  permission  of  The  Right 
Honourable  Edward  Geoffrey,  Fourteenth  Earl  of  Derby,  K.G.,  &c., 
“The  Liverpool  Stanley  Hospital,”  shall  be  devoted  to  the  treatment 
of  Medical  and  Surgical  cases,  and  shall  consist  of  both  an  Indoor  and 
Outdoor  Department. 


TRUSTEES. 

2.  — That  the  land,  buildings,  securities  and  investments  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Midland  Bank  Executor  and  Trustee  Co.,  Ltd.,  5,  Threadneedle 
Street,  London,  E.C.  2,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  Midland  Bank 
Executor  and  Trustee  Co.,  Ltd.,  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Committee  for  the  time  being  shall  have  power  by  resolution  to 
appoint  a  new  trustee  or  new  trustees  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
trustee  caused  by  death  or  resignation  and  to  increase  the  number  of 
trustees  notwithstanding  there  may  be  no  vacancy. 

INVESTMENTS. 

3.  — The  Funds  shall  be  invested  upon  any  one  or  more  of  the  following 
securities  :  In  or  upon  the  Public  Stocks,  Funds,  or  Government 
Securities  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  any  Colony  or  Dependency  thereof, 
or  in  the  Stocks,  Shares,  Mortgages,  Bonds,  Debentures,  or  Debenture 
Stock  of  any  public  or  Limited  Company,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or 
any  Colony  or  Dependency  thereof,  or  in  the  Bonds,  Debentures,  or 
Stocks  of  any  Municipal  Corporation  or  Harbour  Authority  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  on  Mortgage  of  Freehold  or  Leasehold  Securities  in  England. 

The  Trustees  to  have  power  to  change  and  vary  the  investments  from 
time  to  time. 


GOVERNORS. 

4. — That  every  donor  of  £10  and  upwards  shall  be  a  Life  Governor, 
Every  person  bequeating  £25  and  upwards  may  nominate  by  will  a  Life 
Governor.  Every  subscriber  of  One  Guinea  and  upwards  shall,  three 
months  after  the  date  of  first  payment,  so  long  as  his  subscription  continues 
to  be  paid,  be  a  Governor;  and  all  subscriptions  are  due  in  advance  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  and  no  person  whose  subscription  is  more  tnan 
twelve  months  overdue  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting.  Any 
person  who  collects  for  the  Hospital,  by  means  of  an  entertainment  or 
otherwise,  the  sum  of  £25  or  upwards,  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  a 
Life  Governor  by  the  Committee.  The  representative  for  the  time  being 
of  the  Hospital  Sunday  and  Saturday  Fund  Committee  shall  be  a  Governor 
•of  the  Hospital.

PRIVILEGES  OF  GOVERNORS. 

5.  I  hat  every  Governor  shall  have  the  privilege  of  recommending 
two  in-patients,  and  of  voting  at  all  General  Meetings.  Mercantile  and 
other  Firms  and  Corporate  Bodies  shall  have  one  vote  only.  Such  vote 
to  be  exercised  by  any  member  of  such  Firm,  or  by  any  Officer  of  such 
Firm  or  Corporate  Body,  nominated  in  writing. 


COMMITTEE. 

6- — The  direction  and  general  management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Committee,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Honorary  Treasurer.  Honorary  Secretary,  a  representative  of  the  Hospital 
Sunday  and  Saturday  Committee,  and  twenty  Governors,  who  are  to 
be  elected  at  each  Annual  Meeting,  and  not  exceeding  three  Honorary 
Medical  Officers,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Medical  Board  out  of 
their  own  body,  and  in  such  order  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
year. 

Hie  Committee  shall  meet  not  less  than  once  in  every  month,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  for  the  transaction  of  business 
connected  with  the  Hospital,  five  to  form  a  quorum.  The  Committee 
shall  appoint  the  Secretary,  House  Surgeons,  Matron,  Dispenser,  and 
all  the  male  servants  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  have  power  to  discharge 
them. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  may,  if  deemed  necessary,  be 
filled  up  by  such  Committee,  or  new  members  added,  until  the  next  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  President,  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  Honorary  Secretary  shall 
be  deemed  ex-officio  Members  of  all  Committees. 


ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  GOVERNORS. 

7- — That  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  held  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Committee  may  appoint,  when  the  Annual  Report, 
and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  past  year  shall  be  laid  before  them. 


SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

8. — That  the  Committee  may  call  Special  Meetings  of  the  Governors 
on  such  occasions  as  they  may  consider  expedient,  on  giving  seven  days’ 
notice,  by  advertisement  in  tfie  local  papers,  stating  the  object  for  which 
such  Meeting  is  called. 


HONORARY  TREASURER. 

9. — That  the  Honorary  Treasurer  shall  place  all  moneys  he  may 
receive  in  such  a  bank  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  direct, 
to  the  credit  of  the  Liverpool  Stanley  Hospital,  and  shall  present  at 
each  Annual  Meeting  a  full  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  past  year, 
which  Statement,  having  been  previously  examined  and  signed  by  the 
Auditors,  shall  be  printed  and  circulated  with  the  Annual  Report.  '  All 
cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and  Treasurer,  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  Secretary. 


HONORARY  SECRETARY. 

10. — That  the  Honorary  Secretary  or  Secretary  shall  attend  all 
Meetings,  read  the  Minutes,  report  new  Donations  and  Subscriptions, 
examine  all  bills  before  payment,  keep  the  Accounts  and  Books  of  the 
Institution,  collect  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  and  discharge  all  duties 
relating  to  the  office  of  Secretary. 

The  Committee  shall  provide  a  Secretary  and  Collector,  to  act  under 
the  direction  of  the  Honorary  Secretary,  such  Collector  to  give  security 
if  required. 


AUDITORS. 

11.  — That  the  Committee  shall  each  year  appoint  Auditors,  who  shall 
examine  the  Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  and  the  Securities  and 
Investments  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  this  purpose  all  books  and  vouchers 
shall  be  open  to  them,  and  on  their  being  satisfied  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  Accounts,  they  shall  sign  such  balance  sheet,  previous  to  its  being 
presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

HONORARY  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

12.  — The  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time  by  a  Medical  Officers  Election  Committee.  The 
Medical  Officers  Election  Committee  (herein  called  the  Election  Com¬ 
mittee)  shall  consist  of  the  following  : — 

The  Committee  of  the  Hospital,  the  acting  Honorary  Medical  Officers, 
with  the  exception  of  Assistants,  and  twenty  representatives  of  the 
Governors,  to  be  chosen  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Any  Governor  who  desires  to  serve  on  the  Election  Committee  may 
hand  in  his  name  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  by  the  16th  December,  1910, 
stating  that  he  is  willing  to  serve.  Should  the  number  of  those  willing 
to  serve  exceed  twenty,  that  number  shall  be  selected  by  the  Hospital 
'Committee  by  drawing  of  lots. 

Should  the  number  of  those  desiring  to  serve  fall  short  of  twenty, 
the  Hospital  Committee  may  fill  the  vacancies  by  nominating  such 
Governors  as  they  may  think  desirable. 

The  Election  Committee  constituted  as  above  shall  serve  for  five 
years,  from  January  1st,  1911,  to  December  31st,  1915,  and  shall  be 
•eligible  for  re-election. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1916,  or  as  soon  after  as  conveniently  possible, 
a  fresh  election  of  Governors’  Representatives  shall  take  place  in  the  same 
manner  as  that  hereinbefore  provided,  and  so  on  every  five  years. 

In  the  event  of  any  vacancies  occurring  among  the  Governors’ 
Representatives  upon  the  Election  Committee,  either  through  death, 
resignation,  or  through  the  Governor  ceasing  to  hold  the  necessary 
qualification,  the  Hospital  Committee  shall  fill  such  vacancies  by 
nominating  other  Governors,  but  such  Governors  shall  only  hold  office 
for  the  unexpired  period  of  office  of  the  Governors’  Representatives. 

The  Election  Committee  shall  have  no  other  powers  or  functions 
than  the  appointment  of  Honorary  Medical  Officers.  The  election  shall 
be  conducted  as  follows  : — 

In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  an  advertisement 
shall  be  issued  inviting  applications  for  the  vacant  appointment,  and 
applications  in  writing  addressed  to  the  President  for  the  time  being  of 
the  Hospital  Committee  shall  be  delivered  at  or  posted  to  the  Hospital 
-within  such  time  as  the  Committee  may  determine.  On  the  expiration  of 
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.«uch  period  the  President  or  Honorary  Secretary  shall  summon  a  meeting 
-of  the  Election  Committee,  giving  not  less  than  fourteen  days’  notice  of 
the  meeting.  All  applications  and  the  accompanying  documents  shall  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  Election  Committee  for 
ten  days  preceding  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee.  Any 
candidate  shall  be  disqualified  who  advertises  in  the  public  papers  or 
-canvasses  the  members  of  the  Election  Committee ;  but  candidates  are 
to  be  at  liberty  to  send  to  the  members  copies  of  their  applications  and 
•accompanying  documents  as  delivered  to  the  President  of  the  Committee. 

In  the  event  of  a  contest  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  to  be  taken 
in  such  manner  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Meeting  directs.  The  quorum  for 
the  meeting  at  which  such  election  takes  place  shall  be  ten  members 
personally  present.  If  there  is  not  a  quorum  present  those  who  are 
present  within  fifteen  minutes  from  the  time  for  which  the  meeting  is 
■called  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  and  so  from  time  to  time 
until  the  quorum  is  secured. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy.  The  election  shall  be 
■conducted  in  the  manner  following,  viz.  : — Each  member  shall  have  one 
vote.  The  Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

The  President  of  the  Hospital  Committee  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
■Chairman  of  the  Election  Committee,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  at  any 
meeting,  the  members  of  the  Election  Committee  who  shall  be  present 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  Chairman  of  the  meeting.  The 
Chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  have  absolute  power  to  regulate  its 
procedure  and  the  conduct  of  the  ballot. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  three  Honorary 
Physicians  and  three  Honorary  Surgeons,  also  an  Honorary  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon,  an  Honorary  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Throat  and  Ear  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  an  Honorary  Physician  for  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  Each 
Honorary  Medical  Officer  shall  in  the  first  instance  be  eligible  for 
re-election  at  Annual  Meetings  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years  from 
his  appointment,  but  the  Committee  may  at  the  end  of  such  period,  by 
resolution  to  that  effect,  extend  the  period  of  eligibility  for  a  further 
period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  and  may  also  extend  it  in  a  similar 
manner  at  the  end  of  such  period,  but  so  that  in  no  case  shall  an  Honorary 
Medical  Officer  be  eligible  after  he  has  attained  the  age  of  sixty  years. 

That  no  proposal  not  to  elect  an  Honorary  Medical  Officer  who  is 
■eligible  for  re-election  shall  be  put  to  the  Annual  Meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  has  been  given  by  a  Governor  to  the  Secretary,  in  writing,  at 
least  fourteen  clear  days  before  the  date  of  the  said  Meeting. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  may,  as 
vacancies  arise,  be  reduced  and  again  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee. 

Any  Honorary  Medical  Officer,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years’  service 
to  the  in  and  out-patient  department,  may,  if  he  desire  it,  be  relieved 
irom  the  duties  of  the  out-patient  department,  and  an  Honorary 
Assistant  Physician  or  Surgeon,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Medical  Officers  Election  Committee.  All  such  vacancies  to  be 
advertised  in  the  Local  and  Medical  Press. 

No  Honorary  or  Assistant  Honorary  Medical  or  Surgical  Officer  shall 
absent  himself  from  the  Hospital  for  any  period  exceeding  three  months- 
•without  the  consent  of  the  Committee,  otherwise  the  Committee  shall 
declare  his  appointment  vacant,  and  take  steps  to  find  a  successor. 
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CONSULTING  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 

13. — That  an  Honorary  Physician  or  Honorary  Surgeon,  having  served 
until  he  has  attained  the  age  ot  sixty  years,  shall  become  a  Consulting 
Officer  of  the  Institution. 

An  Honorary  Medical  or  Surgical  Officer,  having  served  ten  years 
to  the  in  and  out-patient  department,  and  being  unable  to  continue  such 
services,  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Committee,  be  appointed  a 
Consulting  Officer  of  the  Institution. 


QUALIFICATION  OF  HONORARY  PHYSICIAN  AND 
HONORARY  ASSISTANT  PHYSICIAN. 

14. — That  the  qualification  of  the  Honorary  Physician  and  Honorary 
Assistant  Physician  to  the  Institution  shall  be  a  Doctor  or  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  of  a  British  or  Irish  Univesity,  or  Fellow  or  Member  of  one  of 
the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  of  the  United  Kingdom. 


QUALIFICATION  OF  HONORARY  SURGEON  AND 
HONORARY  ASSISTANT  SURGEON. 

15. — That  the  qualification  of  the  Honorary  Surgeon  and  Honorary 
Assistant  Surgeon  to  the  Institution  shall  be  a  Master  or  Bachelor  of 
Surgery  of  a  British  or  Irish  University,  or  Fellow  of  one  of  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  the  United  Kingdom. 


HOUSE  SURGEON’S  QUALIFICATIONS. 

16. — That  every  candidate  for  the  Office  of  House  Surgeon  or  Junior 
House  Surgeon  shall  be  registered. 


MEDICAL  BOARD. 

17. — That  the  Medical  Board,  consisting  of  the  Members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  and  the  Honorary  Surgical  Staff,  shall  constitute  a 
Board  for  all  professional  subjects  connected  with  the  Hospital,  and  for 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Committee  to 
report  thereon. 

All  proceedings  of  this  Board  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  to  be  signed  by  the  Chairman,  and  confirmed  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Committee. 


IMPORTANT  OPERATIONS. 

18. _ That  all  Registered  Medical  Practitioners  shall  have  the  privilege 

of  attending  Operations  at  the  Hospital  on  being  introduced  to  the 
operating  Surgeon. 


HONORARY  ANAESTHETIST. 

]9. _ That  an  Honorary  Anaesthetist  be  appointed  by  the  Committee 

(without  a  seat  on  the  Medical  Board)  to  attend  the  Hospital  at  such 
times  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff. 


HONORARY  DENTAL  SURGEON. 

20.  — That  a  Dental  Surgeon  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  (without 
a  seat  upon  the  Medical  Board)  to  attend  the  Hospital  at  such  times  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  and  such  Dental 
Surgeon  shall  possess  a  license  in  Dental  Surgery  of  one  of  the  Colleges 
of  Surgeons  of  the  United  -Kingdom. 

PUPILS. 

21.  — That  such  Pupils  as  are  necessary  for  the  Hospital  may  be 
admitted  by  the  Committee  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board, 
who  shall  fix  the  fees  for  such  privilege.  All  pupils  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  Surgical  Officers  are  entitled  to  attend  the  practice  of  the 
Hospital  without  the  payment  of  fees,  the  Committee  to  have  power  to 
discontinue  the  privilege  if  necessary. 

PATIENTS. 

22.  — That  all  in-patients  receive  Board,  Lodgings,  Medicines,  Medical 
■and  Surgical  Attendance,  &c.  No  in-patient  will  be  allowed  to  remain 
more  than  six  weeks  in  the  Hospital  without  a  special  order  signed  by 
two  of  the  Medical  Board. 

Out-door  patients  are  admitted  to  the  out-patients’  department  every 
day  (except  Sunday)  between  the  hours  of  1-30  and  2  p.m.,  or  at  such 
times  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  appoint.  Accidents  and 
cases  of  sudden  sickness  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  all  hours.  The 
Honorary  Staff  may  refuse  admission  to  or  discharge  any  patient  they 
.consider  unfit  subjects  of  charity. 

DEEDS. 

23.  — That  all  Deeds  and  writings  relating  to  the  Institution  shall  be 
-deposited  in  a  box  furnished  with  three  locks,  the  keys  of  which  shall 
be  kept  respectively  by  the  President,  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  Honorary 
Secretary. 


BYE-LAWS. 

24. — That  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  and  rescind  such 
Bye-Laws  as  they  may  deem  requisite  for  the  due  regulation  of  the 
Hospital. 


ALTERATION  OF  RULES. 

25. — No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  Rules  except  at  a  General 
or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  notice  whereof  must  be  given  in 
accordance  with  Rule  8.
